A Lesson Learned 
In Blueberry Time 


The vibrant blueberry is now 
burstingfrom the pod, and the 
white /tablecloth trembles in 
despair. This, also, is a good 
time of year, and he who comes 
home to a blueberry pie is hap- 
py among men and is glad. 

The most interesting conse- 
quence of the present season is 
the decision by the blueberry 
people to engage in special pro- 
motion, and to attract attention 
to their product so it will gain 


‘jn public esteem and become’ 


popular. Just what modern soci- 
ety had done to draw away from 
the blueberry as a self-promoted 
vegetable should give us pause, 
and we should be greatly alarm- 
ed if it turns out the creature 
has slacked off in esteem so the 
industry is unstable. 


Indeed, there is something un- 
fortunate in the news that there 
is a blueberry industry well 
enough organized to attempt 
such hired thumping of the tub. 
The blueberry was undoubtedly 
designed without a monopoly in 
mind, and should never travel 
the same commercial highway as 
the banana, pineapple, bunch 
carrot, and the subsidized potato. 


But, alas. The blueberry that 
bloomed ‘free and unpossessed is 
now pretty generally posted, 
and cannot be picked with im- 
punity and a lard pail. People 
whose back pastures ran to- 
ward public domain in blue- 
berry time now have little signs 
up, and they dicker over “stump- 
age.” A man will*comg by and 
make you an offer, then gather 
the berries with a crew he 
pring in a truck, The .old-fash- 
ioned kind who think they can 
whistle for the dog and strike 
out at random to gather enough 
for a pie find the dreary aspects 
of crass commercialism have en- 
tered the picture. Blueberries 
are money. 

When I was rather small, 
blueberries taught me a lesson, 
put I never knew just what to 
do with it. I had taken my lard 
pail — in those days everybody 
had a two-pound lard pail to 
pick in, and it was his very 
own property — and I had gone 
down by the ice pond to glean. 
About the time I had found a 
patch and settled to work on 
it, a large and sharply delineat- 
ed scream arose from a clump 
of bushes nearby, and a woman 


came leaping forth in every 
guise of distress. She was hit- 
ting the ground .about every 


thirty feet. She paused ‘near me, 
and explained, 

It turned out that she had 
been. calmly gathering blueber- 
ries in a 14-quart milk pail, and 
had something like 13 quarts of 
blueberries in it when she mov- 
ed over another foot or two and 
dislocated a prosperous nest of 
yellow-jacket hornets. Yellow- 
jacket hornets, to give them 
their due, are excellent judges 
of blueberry ground, and wher- 
ever you find a nest, you will 
find very fine blueberries which 
frequently last out the. season 
and dry up on the vines and 
waste their’ fragrance on the 
desert air. There is somethin 
about a nest of yellow-jackets 
which discourages close picking 

This woman, upon making this 
interesting discovery, had. ga- 
thered herself into a departure 
and come forth. The pai! of blue- 
bérries sitting on the 
ground right beside the hornet's 
nest, and when she pointed I 
could see it shining in the puck- 
erbush. Comments evolved, and 
one thing led to another, and 
this woman at last agreed to 
divide the pail of berries with 
me if I would go in. and re- 
trieve them. 

In after years I have won- 
dered, myself, about my evalua- 
tions of the gentlemanly ‘cus- 
toms at that time. I have, now 
and then, been thrust by chance 
into certain situations where | 
might aid and abet the fairer 
sex without making any bar- 
gains about it, doing kindly 


was 


things just for the good feeling 
it gave me, and to enhance my 
reputation’ as a great boon to 
humanity. But I suppose I was 


young, and hadn't 
equated the amenities. 


There is also the possibility 
that hornets are a special factor 
in negotiations. It is true that 
circumstances alter cases, and 
of all the circumstances a me- 
thodical mind can assemble to 
insure full consideration I guess 
a@ hornet’s nest is pretty good.

I thereupon walked over, 
picked up the milk pail, and 
brought it forth, doing-so with- 
out involving the hornets in any 
way, and arriving back at our 
bargaining ground intact and 
unspoiled. The woman seemed 
disappointed, She acted as if I 
had abused her in some way, 
and had not fulfilled the obliga- 
tions of contract. It had been too 
easy. Therefore, she announced 
that the bargain was off, and 
there would be no dividing of 
the spoils.

To Get A Patent! 
Some months after the idea 


first hit him, Milton B. Silver- 
man of Baltimore recently was 


* issued U.S. patent No. 2,947,013 


for an “audible toothbrush,” 
which makes musical sounds 
when the teeth are brushed in 
the approved, vertical direction. 
Zenith Radio Corp, patented a 
“secrecy communication” sys- 
tem, developed by two staff sci- 
entists, for encoding intelligence 
information signals. Kollsman 
Instrument Corp. got its patent 
on a new. optical-electronic sys- 
tem for tracking stars, and Louis 
P)\McKenzie of Houston got one 
on a teeter-totter exercise board 
with attached mirrors that .en- 
able the user to watch TV while 
teetering. Alexander Konrad cf 
Parma, Ohio, registered a dual- 
flavour cigar that smokes 
straight if lit at one end, pro- 
duces a highly flavoured smoxe 
if lit at the other. Monsanto 
Chemical Co. patented a method. 
for injecting liquid phosphorus 
into the soil as a lasting fertili- 
zer — invented by none other 
than its chairman, Edgar M. 
Queeny. 

Along with a new overhead 
monorail system, a new machine 
for making corrugated potato 
chips, and a new automatic pilot 
for helicopters and autogyros, 
this was just a small part of the 
traffic at the Washington head- 
quarters of the U.S. Patent Of- 
fice, where 989 inventions in all 
got an official, legal stamp of 
approval that week. The thumb- 
nail descriptions alone were 
enough to fill a book, and did— 
a 284-page edition of the Ojfi- 
cial Gazette, which the Patent 
Office issues weekly to sum- 
merize its activities. Yet the 
week was no busier than usual. 
And, as usual, there were about 
two new patent applications for 
every patent issued. Some 2,000 
new ideas, from every part of 
the U.S. poured in during the 
week and brought the Patent 
Office’s :backlog of applications 
to an appalling 196,000. Average 
waiting time between applica- 
tion and final approval (or re- 
jection): 39 months. 


The . overwhelming problem 
ior the Patent Office is to sort 
the flood of wonders and wid- 
gets to decide which are new, 
useful, workable, and “beyond 
what would be obvious to a per- 
son skilled in the art” — the 
minimum qualifications for a 
patent. (The Patent Office sug- 
gests, but does not insist, that 
an invention also be saleable; 
as one official puts it, “our files 
are ‘full of better mousetraps 
that no one wanted to buy.”)

— gome galeable and others less 
so — in the Patent Office’s 170- 
year-old files: . 

An unnumbered patent to 
Samuel Colt in 1836 for his “re- 
volving gun.” 

No. 1,647, issued in 1840 to 
Samuel F. B. Morse for the tele- 
graph. 

No. 6,469, to Congressman 
Abraham Lincoln in 1849, for a 
“devicé for buoying vessels over 
shoals” (a set of bellows attach: 
ed below the waterline). 


No, 504,038, to Whitcomb Jud- \ 


son in 1893, for a “slide fastener” 
the zipper). ( 

No. 1,370,316, to Harry Hou- 
dini in 1921 for a diver’s suit 
that could be slipped off ‘easily 
in case of trouble. 

Without a sizeable investment 
in manufacturing facilities or 
promotion, few inventions, in 
fact, can be a commercial suc~- 
cess — and a sizeable number 
can never be anything more than 
gadgets or trivia. Yet thousands 
of amateur U.S. inventors take 
the plunge every year, bidding 
for patent profits the way spe- 
culators play the stock market. 
— From NEWSWEEK, 
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Safflower, grown for thou- 
sands of years in the Orient has 
almost suddenly become a farm 
crop in the United States, mo- 
derately profitable for its grow- 
ers and showing great promise 
for expansion. Commercial pro- 
duction of safflower did not 
start in this country until after 
World War II, and in its first 
year’s total acreage was not over 
1,500. By 1958, however, plant- 
ings were up to 125,000 acres; 
they doubled in 1959 and in 1960 
have risen to approximately 
300,000. 

Rising demand for safflower 
oil in the paint and varnish in- 
dustry, plus a substantial export 
market, may well push 1961 
acreage to the vicinity of half 
a million.

It was one of 70 plant species 
tested by the chemurgic depart- 
ment of the Nebraska Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. Pos- 
sibilities were perceived that led 
to an intensive breeding pro- 
gram which vastly improved on 
the varieties previously known. 
Indeed, a majority of the vari- 
eties now grown are designated 
by a number preceded by the 
initial N — for Nebraska. 


Among the Nebraska origina- 
tors of new safflower strains 
was an earnest young agrono- 
mist named Carl E. Claassen, to- 
day a leading figure in the na- 
tion’s fast-growing safflower in- 
dustry. 


Paint manufacturers tested 
safflower oil, found it to be even 
more than the Nebraska chem- 
ists claimed. On the strength of 
their interest, at least five large 
corporations tried to establish 
safflower as a standard crop.

We are finally getting home- 
grown produce from our own 
garden — beans and beets any- 
way. And are they ever good!

One thing we are missing 
is mushrooms. Until this year we 
have had lots of them growing 
wild. This year all I have seen 
up to the present is one sorry lit- 
tle mushroom. It must be they 
don’t like dry weather. And dry 
weather is definitely what we've 
got. 


One day last week we were up 
to Milton. When our power mow- 
er needs doctoring Partner takes 
it along for Bob to see to. He 
has a knack of taking things 
apart, putting - them together 
again and having them work. He 
has bolts and bits strewn on the 
ground all around him and how 
he ever knows what belongs to 
which I'll never know. As we 
approached Milton we noticed 
how much the landscape had 
changed. As a matter of fact it 
has been sslowly changing for 
several years but the change is 
now more noticeable. We have 
regretfully become accustomed 
to the sluaghter of trees and the 
mushroom growth of housing 
and industry. But now another 
change is taking place that is 
equally destructive to scenic 
beauty. I am referring to quar- 
ries. Part of the Niagara Escarp- 
ment — that is, the part that 
Miltonians refer to as “the Moun- 
tain” is gradually being’ bull- 
dozed away. Several quarries are 
in operation and the lovely lime- 
stone rock is being daily blasted, 
crushed and trucked away for 
various purposes — for road- 
work, building and construction. 
Milton residents have always 
been proud of their Mountain — 
it provided a pleasing back- 
ground to green fields, orchards 
and pastures. And the colour- 
ing in the fall was beautiful be- 
yond description. Red maples 
and evergreens against the grey- 
white limestone was something 
to remember. 


We found yet another change 
had taken place. An old milling 
business that had been in opera- 
tion since Jasper Martin built his 
first grist mill in 1837, has.been 
sold to the Robin Hood Milling 
Company, after being in Martin's 
name for three successive gen- 
erations.

About The Octopus 
And His Cousins 


They have eyes like humans, 
give off greater light than fire- 
flies, and, to express their emo- 
tions, they can change colours 
faster than chameleons (orange 
means happiness). Usually, they 
travel by jet propulsion, but on 
occasion can crawl and fly. At 
least one has been hypnotized; 
all are consummate escape ar- 
tists, capable of flattening their 
rubber skins to ooze Houdini- 
like through holes several times 
smaller than their own body dia- 
meter. Genuine blue-bloods, 
they have three hearts. By na- 
ture they are solitary creatures 
who take care to construct their 
stone houses away from others 
of their species. But when they 
mate, they stay in each other’s 
arms for as long as 24 hours. 

Who are they? 


They are the cephalopods, the 
invertebrate family. that includes 
the octopus and his cousins, the 
aquid and the cuttlefish, and, at 
the aquarium, their tanks always 
draw big crowds. 


All these cephalopod facts 
have been gathered together by 
an indefatigible English natural- 
ist named Frank W. Lane, whose 
exhaustive researches indicate 
that he — like the octopus — 
may be eight-armed himself. 
The octopus, Lane notes rather 
quefully, is the only one of the 
large animals neglected by po- 

ular book writers — perhaps 

ause there are less than a 
dozen living teuthologists (stu- 
dents of cephalopods) in the 
world. Now, with the publica- 
tion of this book, “Kingdom of 
the Octopus” the cephalopod gap 
has been closed. 

There is enough material here 
for a lifetime of quiz shows and 
cocktail conversations: The com- 
mon octopus, for example, has 


240 suckers on each arm; these’ 


suckers are muscular mem- 
branes that operate on a piston 
and vacuum principle — “a deli- 
cate piece of natural engineer- 
ing.” While normal octopi have 
eight arms, Japanese zoologists 
in 1958 pulled in one with 40 
arms. In the normal male, one 
of these arms also serves as the 
organ of reproduction: In_ the 
common octopus it is the third 
tight arm; in the common squids 
and cuttlefish, it is the. fourth 
left arm. In the nautilus (a spe- 
cial kind of octopus), four arms 
are involved. 

Cephalopod locomotion has al- 
ways fascinated marine obser- 
vers; most cephalopods swim 
backward, propelling themselves 
at speeds up to 6 mph with a 
jet of sea water shot in fast- 
repeated pulses from a single 
nozzle on the underside of the 
body. Using this jet of water, 
some cephalopods can rocket out 
of the water 6 to 20 feet in the 
air, according to eyewitnesses. 
Some, at least, are also at home 
on land: A lab worker reports 
he once met an octopus walking 
downstairs at 2:30 in the morn- 


ing — it had escaped from ite 
tank upstairs. 
It isn’t very likely, however, 


that man and cephalopod will 
ever become good friends, One 


reason is economic: They are 
sought after avidly by the fish- 
ing fleets — and gourmets — of 


the world. Octopus and squid are 
regularly sold in the Orient and 
Mediterranean countries. Fresh, 
dried, or tinned, squid can be 
bought in the United States. An- 
other reason is emotional. Very 
fow men have ever got used to 
being gripped by an octopus, the 
skin feels like “damp kid lea- 
ther.” the suckers are undeni- 
ably “creepy.” One -naturalist, 


who routinely handled scores of- 


octopi reports: “To have the 
long, damp, cold arms of an 
octopus writhing and twining 


about one’s wrist and hand, and 
fastening its hundreds of guck- 


ing cups all over them, gives 
a singularly uncomfortable sen- 
sation.” 

And finally, there is the ques- 
tion of danger: Can @ giant 
octopus or squid harm & diver?

On this issue there is a healthy 
skepticism. One school holds 
divers are in as much danger 
from octopus attack as a wood- 
man isfrom rabbit attack. Lane, 
after examining several man Vs. 
cephalopod incidents and the 
physics of the situation (under 
water, a 200-pound man can be 
held with a pull of just. 10 
pounds — if he d6esn’t strug- 
gle), takes the opposite view: 
“Celphalopods can be danger- 
ous to man. I believe that many 
ettacks have begun: accidentally

Pig. Beats Horse

Pigs, it is now thought, have a 
strong homing instinct like some 
other animals. A pig sold in a 
Berkshire market escaped from 
its new owner's farm and re- 
turned to its former owner who 
lived four miles away. Before 
this adventure it had not left its 
aty since it was born. 

Pigs have performed astonish- 
ing feats of endurance .During 
the Abruzzi earthquake of 1915, 
an Italian pig was among the 
missing at Avezzano. 

Ninety-three days passed and 
then, fifteen feet below the sur- 
face, excavators found the buried 
pig. It lay near a bundle of hay 
and was alive and alert when 


rescued, though its weight had. 


dropped from 224 pounds to 67 
pounds, It must have gone en- 
tirely without drink for ninety- 
three days, but it derived susten- 
ance from the hay. 

Darwin, the scientist, believed 
a pig to be capable of develop- 
ing the intelligence of a dog. A 
sow belonging to a New Forest 
keeper was trained to hunt game, 
at which it bécame more expert 
than most pointers. In Holland 
a pig outstripped a trotting horse 
in a race, after the pig’s owner 
had bet 1,000 guilders that he 
could train it to win over @ 
straight course of six miles.

One hundred miles an hour? 
More! Crack tennis players have 
smashed balls at 130 m.ph. and 
the famous Bill Tilden once 
drove one at 150 m.p.h. 

Tilden frequently served a ball 
at 110 m.p.h. but the fastest serv- 
ince of any player was that of 
Lester Stoefen — the U.S. Davis 
Cup ace — who in 1935 was 
measured to drive a ball at 131 
m.p.h. 

Ball speeds in sport are fas- 
cinating. Take cricket. 

At his best Larwood, the Not- 
tinghamshire and England fast 
bowler, bowled at a speed of 90 
m.p.h. and was driven to the 
boundary by Don Bradman at 
120 m.p.h. 

Wood Platt, the golfer, drove 
a ball at the enormous speed of 
nearly 180 m.p.h. but even this 
was eclipsed in England twenty- 
four years ago during a test 
made with a high-speed camera, 
when a velocity of 280 feet per 
second, more than 190 mph, was 
recorded. 

One player proved the amaz- 
ing penetrative powers of a golf 
ball by placing a 500-page tele- 
phone directory four feet in front 
of the tee and driving with all 
his might. 

The ball tore its way clean 
through the book and kept going 
for a further 100 yards. 

American baseball pitchers 
have attained a ball speed of 
nearly 100%m.p.h. But the fastest 
penalty kicker in soccer kicks 
the ball at little more than 35 
m.p.h.

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Who Wouldn't Want 
A Dog's Life? 

One of the greater opportun- 
ities in this world is to be a dog,

That Yankee 
Farm Surplus ! 


Every man, woman and child 
in the country owns $131 worth 
of food that has been paid for but 
which he is unlikely to ever see 
or use. At least that represents 
the value of his proportionate 
share of America’s mammoth 
farm surplus. : 

If the stuff were equally dis- 
tributed here’s what a family of 
five would get, according to a 
report just issued by the Uhl- 
mann Grain Co.: 

70 bushels of wheat. 

105 bushels of corn. 

1,500 pounds of grain sorghum. 

Five bushels of barley.

That would mean some pretty 
full pantries and fruit cellars. A 
lot of us have forgotten how to 
grind our own flour, bake our 
own wheat bread... . Still, if we 
could only find some way to get 
rid of our $131 worth it would 
save the farmers a lot of grief, 
deprive the politicians of much 
campaign fodder and save- our- 
selves about $500 million a year 
in storage costs. — Milwaukee 
Journal.

Michigan’s cherry growers now 
are shaking big problems out of 
their trees. As mechanical hands 
strip this area of cherries at the 
rate of a tree every four or five 
minutes, the growers see pros- 
perous days ahead. 

I viewed this new mechanical 
marvel on the 70-acre orchard of 
the Fredricksons, Magnus and 


his son James, The rain had just - 


stopped and the trees were far 
too wet for hand picking. But the 
tractor with its long-armed 
shaker was wheeled in to go to 
work. 

Soon the ripe, red, tart cher- 
ries were falling like rain into 
the styrofoam-lined frames be- 


‘low. Just as rapidly the same 


cherries were rolling down the 
slanted frames into a moving 
belt that carries the load into 
a tank of cold water. 
Within hours the cold, firm= 

ed cherries are in the hands of 

@ processors, Cherry Growers 
ne., in Traverse City — carrle 
there by big tankers which also 
play an important role in this 
revolutionary way of handling 
the cherry harvest. 


Tart cherries are Michigan’s 
biggest fruit crop. Its annual 
farm value is almost $10,000,000, 
half of the $20,000,000 tart-cherry 
crop produced throughout the 
United States. These figures in- 
dicate how important this new 
harvesting method is to the 
whole agricultural economy. 

Mechanical cherry picking is, 
of course, only in its beginning 
stages. Last year there were 
six shakers in operation. This 
year there are about 30 in all — 
some hydraulic and others elec- 
tric: Yet the farmers using the 
shakers already are making them 
a part of their economic plan- 
ning. Testing and experiment go 
on, but the dreaming is over. 
The mechanical cherry picker is 
here to stay. 

* = co 

How much does ‘the, shaker 
save? James Fredrickson puts it 
this way: “Last week,” he said, 
“T kept figures on our costs. We 
are also working migrant labor- 
ers as pickers and we were pay- 
ing them about 60 cents a lug. 
But with our shaker it was cost- 
ing us about 15 or 20 cents a 
lug. Now when you add another 
10 cents for amortization on our 
machines well, the mechanical- 
picking cost comes to about 30 
cents-a lug. That's about half.” 

Estimates given by the Univer- 
sity Agriculture Extension Serv- 
ice and United States Depart- 
ment.of Agriculture people put 
the mechanical-picker saving at 
one-third. Whatever the final fig- 
ure proves to be, the saving is 
considerable — a saving that 
means more profits for the far- 
mer and, in time, lower ‘prices 
for the consumer. 
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Ordinarily the Fredricksons 
use about 125 migrant workers 
for their cherry crop. This year 
they have 80 migrant workers 
and the one machine. For operat- 
ing the mecanical picker, local 
employees are used. But only five 
to seven men are needed to keep 
the picker moving. 

The fruit farmer feels that his 
picker is coming just at the right 
moment. He sees the labor prob- 
lems among the fruit workers 
on the West Coast and finds in 
this picker his solution for union- 
ization. As one fruit expert said 
here: “In a state were labor is

But what of the migrant labor- 
er? Some 15,000 to 20,000 mi- 
grant laborers are employed in 
this northwest Michigan cherry 
area alone. Will the picker work 
a hardship on them? Undoubt- 
edly. However, the farmers say 
that increased industrialization 
in the South and Southwest has 
been making It Increasingly diffi- 
cult to get 
writes Godfrey Sperling Jr. in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 

The mechanical picker has 
been a special boon to the Fred- 
ricksons. A portion of their trees 
have grown very high, ‘because 
of particularly fertile soil. Mi- 
grant workers have been slow to 
mount the 20-foot ladders neede 
for these trees. And the job on 
these trees often came to $1 a lug, 
which jeft little or no profit. 

This need for a solution for 
their. high-tree problem led the 
Fredricksons to become the first 
Michigan farmers to use the 
shaker. 

w * . 

Each day sees one or more 
Michigan fruit farmer paying a 
visit here — to observe the Fred? 
ricksons’ shaker in operation. 
“They’re waiting until I perfect 
my machine — get all the buts 
out — before they buy one,” the 
senior Mr. Fredrickson laughs. 

The picker could lead to the 
cultivation of bigger trees with 
bigger pay loads. It also has its 
own problems. Moving the con- 
traption from tree to tree calls 


for land that isn’t too bumpy or- 


hilly. ‘ 

Also, the Fredricksons were 
leaving about 10 per cent of the 
cherries on the trees when the 
picker first went to work. Now, 
with the cherrie riper, the “left 
behinds” come to about 3 per 
cent. Hand pickers leave about 
4%5 per cent on the trees or 
on the ground, the Fredricksons 
aay. 

Hand picking Is cleaner, too, 
bringing the Fredricksons’ crop 
test down about 1 per cent — 
for each load. This means they 
get a little less for their cher- 
ries. But the bruising by the 
shaker has not proved excessive. 


Best Time For 
Planting Bulbs 


If you are developing flower 
borders that demand very little 
care, you are planning to add 
more lilies. Most lilies are easy 
to grow, Ordinary garden soil, 
if well drained, will do for most 
of the new vigorous hybrids. 
Once planted they can remain 
in the same location for years. 

The autumn months of Sep- 
tember, October, and Novenmber 
are the best times to plant lilies. 
Bulbs ordered now will prob- 
ably be shipped immediately. 
Unlike daffodil and tulip bulbs, 
they should be kept moist and 
planted as soon as possible after 
arrival. The fleshy scales and 
live roots should not dry out. 

Dig the soil deeply, and in- 
corporate dtied manure or com- 
post well below the level of the 
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migrant workers, © 


bulbs. Drainage is essential; 
therefore, add some sand. Bulbs 
must never be in soggy locations. 
although most: of them will ap- 
preciate watering through the 
dry spells of summer. 

Set the bulbs with three to 
five inches of soil above the 
tops of most lilies, a little deep- 
er for larger bulbs. One rule is 
to have distance between the 
surface of the soil and the top 
of the bulb equal twice the 
height of the bulb. 

Plant at least-three of a kind 
together for the best effect. 
Space them a foot apart in ir- 
regular’ clumps, not in a long 
line. Groups of lilies in the bor- 
der or for accents somewhere 
else on the grounds can be very 
effective and add an air of dis- 
tinction to the place. 

For color include some of the 
glowing autumn colors in the 
recurved Mid-Century and Fiesta 
Hybrids and the dee» reds of 
the Bellinghams. Add the golds 
of the upright. Golden Chalice, 
and pinks like Cameo and Coral 
Hybrids or the deep rose-laven- 
der Pink Perfection, one of the 
Olympics. 

One lily specialist gives the 
following list of “steps to suc- 
cess with lilies”: 

1, Select and order your bulbs 
early to be sure of getting the 
desired varieties. 

2. Select planting locations in 
full sun or part shade according 
to directions in the lily cata- 
logue. (The pinks need more 
shade and in sunny climates like 
California most lilies need more 
shade). 

3. Make sure the drainage is 
excellent. Inadequate drainage is 
the most frequent cause of fail- 


_ures. (A fungus disease and bulb 


rot.) 

4. Prepare the soil in advance, 
adding ample humus and sand. 
Mix in a handful of bone meal 
below where the bulb will rest. 

5. Examine bulbs upon arrival. 
If slightly limp or dried out, 
place in moistened peat moss for 
several days, 

6. Plant as soon as possible at 
the depth stated on the directions 
and firm the soil carefully. Water 
liberally at once.

Is Idleness Making 
You A Neurotic? 


Dawdling beside a back-yard 
swimming pool or  puttering 
around a barbecue pit might 
seem an idyllic way to spend a 
long, leisurely weekend, but as 
Dr. Alexander Martin, a New 
York psychiatrist, diagnoses it, 
too much leisure can lead to 
“Sunday neurosis.” 


‘This ailment, he told the World 
Federation for Mental Health at 
its annual meeting in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, last month, is really a 
severe case of the blues, caused 
by “an inner compulsion to 
work.” People who have such a 
compulsion, the psychiatrist said, 
develop guilt feelings when they 
are idle — and now, with more 
people spending more leisure 
time than ever before, and with 
pressure mounting for a four-day 
work week, thé problem is be- 
coming acute. 


“In America and Britain” Dr. 
Martin said, “there are thous- 
ands of people who have two and 
even three jobs because they are 
apparently not able or ready to 
use their free time.” For such 
people, he went on, idleness can 
lead to severe depression and 
even suicide. “More thought,” he 
admonished, “should, be given to 
the greater number of suicides 
which occur during weekends, 
holidays, and vacations.” 

Dr. Martin. scoffed at the no- 
tion that people will eventually 
learn to handle free time by 
themselves. Psychiatry, he said, 
must find a way to give them. a 
helping hand. Otherwise, he 
warned, in the automated life of 
the future, with its promise of 
great leisure, human beings may 
become “sterile robots, alienated 
from life and from themselves, 
living vicariously and so deaden- 
ed that they compulsively seek 
overstimulation from the ex- 
treme, the lurid, the bizarre, and 
the macabre.”

Those Soap Operas 
On The Way Out 


“A soap opera is a kind of 
sandwich,” James Thurber once 
wrote. “Between thick slices of 
advertising, spread twelve min- 
utes of dialogue, add predica- 
ment, villainy, and female suf- 
fering in equal measure, throw in 
a dash of nobility, sprinkle with 
tears, season with organ music, 
cover with a rich announcer 
sauce, and serve five times a 
week.” 


In an abrupt action recently, 
CBS radio — the only radio net- 
work still harboring the weep- 
ers — decided the sandwich was 
no longer quite palatable. As a 
preliminary move, which will 
require the OK of its affiliates, 
CBS indicated it would like to 
overhaul its daytime schedule 
and replace all its soap sagas 
next year with news and per- 
sonality shows. 


Among the seven sudsers that 
could be affected were such 
lachrymose antiques as the 23- 
year-old “Ma Perkins,” the 20- 
year-old “Young Dr. Malone,” 
and the 19-year-old “The Second 
Mrs. Burton.” It was understood 
that as a part of the overhauling 
CBS would also call for the 
jettisoning of “Amos 'n’ Andy 
Music Hall,” a lineal descendant 
of the famous comedy show 
which started back in 1928. 


Although the soaps once at- 


tracted as many as 20 million 


listeners a week (during one 
period, NBC carried sixteen, 
CBS thirteen), they have fallen 
on lean days as radio has swung 
toward a hard format of music 
and. news. Even on TV, there 
are only eleven, and last week 
one of these — NBC’s “From 
These Roots” — was saved from 
the graveyard only at the last 
minute when the network got 
thousands of protesting letters. 

All told, almost 60.actors may 
lost their "jobs if the serials, die, 
among them soap-opera pioneer 
‘Ethel Owen. A blond veteran of 
more than 50 soaps over the past 
33 years, she now plays the dom- 
ineering Mrs. Burton’ in “The 
Second Mrs. Burton.” “I came 
in with the soap operas, and 
now it looks as if I may go out 
with them,” she sighed last 
week. “Music and news are fine;

Hailstones — Bigger 
Than Golf Balls 


Hailstones officially described 


as bigger than cherries fell in 
Surrey during a sudden freak 
storm the other day. A record 
for Britain? No, say meteorolo- 
gists. 

They have photographs of 
hailstones more than six inches 
in circumference which fell at 
Richmond, Yorkshire, sixty - 
seven years ago. 

Pictures taken reveal that the 
euter coating was. of a white, 
opaque substance. 

The next coating was of clear 
ice and this was followed by 
alternate coatings of opaque and 
elear ice, Some of these amaz- 
ing hailstones hed as many as 
nine distinct coatings. 

Big hailstones are usually ir- 
regular and jagged in shape, 
which increases their menace. 
The biggest stones fall in the 
hottest weather but for some 
mysterious reason big hailstones 
rarely fall in the London area. 
The largest London stones have 
been no larger than filbert nuts. 

Try to guess how much da- 
mage hail causes, on an average, 
every year throughout the 
world. The figure is $150,000,000 
which is mainly damage to 
erops, especially vineyards, and 
to glasshouses. 

In the south of Austria there 
are sometimes hailstones as big 
as golf balls that rip the foliage 
from trees, kill poultry and stun 
peasants working in the fields. 

Hailstones sometimes kill peo- 
ple. The most fatal Indian hail- 
storm, of which there’s an au- 
thentic record, burst over Mora- 
dabad in 1888 when 250 lives 
were lost during an ice cannon- 
ade which pounded many of the 
victims to death. 

Big hailstorms do astonishing 
things. Hailstones riddled the 
tops of thousands of cars in Dal- 
las, Texas. In the foothills of 
Cathkin Peak, Natal, recognized 
assembling place for storks mi- 
grating to Europe after winter- 
ing in South Africa, officials in 
1931 noticed a great white patch 
up the mountainside, 

They climbed up to satisfy 
their euriosity and found thou- 
sands of storks lying dead, piled 
on top of one another with shat- 
tered Wings and legs over an 
area of three-quarters of 
aquare mile. They had been 
slain by a violent hailstorm. 
Overhead clouds of other: storks 
atill circled, mourning their dead 
comrades, 


Old Satchmo 
Still Percolates 


Back in 1935. before launch 
ing into a long and astonishing 
professional career that led fin- 
ally to the major leagues 
(Cleveland Indians and St. Louis 
Browns), indestructible baseball 
pitcher Leroy (Satchel) Paige, 
performed for a Bismarck, N.D 
team in the national semi-pro 
tournament at Wichita, Kans. In 
leading Bismarck to the champ- 
ionship, he won four games, lost 
none; and set a tournament re 
cord that still stands. 60 strike 
outs in 40 innings. Late last 
month, Paige returns, to >the 
scene of this early triumph as a 
member of the Wichita Indians 
Could he break his record? “I 
believe 1 gotta chance,” said 
Satch. As for his age, variously 
estimated from 50 to 60, tourna- 
ment records show him as 52.

somewhere, they don’t just go> 


there or fly there. They “sky” 
there, “wing” there, or ‘“‘plane” 
there. Sandra Sweet, for in- 
stance, “AA’d” to Gotham; Rock 
Manners “TWA’d” to Hollywood; 
and Kim Slick “SAS’d” to Eur- 
ope. When in a special hurry, 


show pegple “jet” places, Or 
when not in.a hurry, they 
“train” there. 

Probably the richest of all 


show-business vocabulary con- 
cerns television, better known as 
“teevee.” The TV networks are 
“webs,” alicof which run “tele- 
series.” “Vididol” is not a hair 
tonic but @ leading man, states 
a writer in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

You can even play games, For 
instance, repeat quickly after 
me: “tveepee, feevee, teevee vee- 
pee!” 

If you’re a song writer, then 
you're a “lammister,” “lilter,” 
“songsmith,” “tunes mith,” 
“tuner,” and “cleffer.” 

A photographer? Then you're 
a “lenser” and a "fotog.” You 
can be an independent producer, 
which will make you an “indie.” 
If you are a publicist, you're a 
“flack.” And if you're Bing 
Crosby's sons, you are the “Cros- 
boys.” 

Thinking of making a guest 
appearance on a television pro- 
gram? Then you do a “guestint.” 

Remember that western you 
saw? Well, it was an “oater.” 
“The Glenn Miller Story’? It 
was a “biopic.”

Dash Strong, the actor, end- 
ed his long association with 
Scoop Studios? Then, he “an- 
kled.” 

I tell you, it’s a “boff” busi- 
ness reading those trade maga- 
xines. It’s almost as good as go- 
ing’ to a “bash.” 


Hypnotism As An 
Aid To Surgery 


The patient is deep in anesthe- 
tized sleep, apparently oblivious 
of the surgical team tying off 


the final sutures after surgery.’ 


Sitting beside him, the anesthe-

whispers: “There was no serious 
disease found ... you will feel 
no pain... you will eat and 
sleep well, and enjoy your hos- 
pital stay.” And when he awa- 
kens, the patient will most like- 
ly do all of these things. 
Farfetched? Not at all, Dr. 
Donald D. Hutchings of Bath, 
N.Y., told the third annual sci- 
entific meeting of the American 
Society of Clinical Hypnosis in 
Miami Beach recently. Dr. Hut- 
chings himself has planted these 
suggestions in the minds of 200 
anesthetized patients; and 140 
had no need for pain-killing 
drugs after surgery. 
and vomiting tvere decreased,” 
he said, “and healing was appar- 
ently speeded.” : 
The new technique is based on 
a discovery by Dr. David Cheek, 
a San Francisco obstetrician who 
wondered why some patients 
suddenly, after surgery, hate 
their surgeons or are sure they 
are going to die. Using hypnosis, 
Dr. Cheek found the apparent- 
ly irrational attitudes were ra- 
tional enough: The patients were 
able to hear under anesthesia, 
and what they heard — and then 
“forgot"’ were ill-considered 
remarks by the operating team. 
In 50 papers, the ASCH dele- 
gates made it clear: Hypnosis is 


becoming more widely accepted 
in medical and dental practice, 
most commonly as an anesthetic. 
According to Dr. Seymour 
Hershman, ASCH secretary, 
hypno-anesthesia was used in 


44.181 surgical cases last year- 
and in 3,898 of them, hypnosis 
was the only anesthetic. The 
biggest single use was in child 
birth: No other anesthetic was 
used for 4,363 cases reported last 
year, 


Despite this, Dr. Hershman 
said, medical schools offer little 
or no instruction in hypnosis. 


Of 866 physicians, dentists, and 
psychologists who replied to an 
ASCH questionnaire, most said 
they had learned the technique 
in college psychology courses, in 
postgraduate seminars — and 60 
acknowledged they learned from 
theatrical hypnotists. “I think

Sacred Site Still 
Causes Controversy 


Of all the shrines in Christen- 
dom, none is more sacred — or 
more shabby — than the 800- 
year-old Church of the Holy Se- 
pulcher in the Jordanian sector 
of Jerusalem. Built, according to 
legend, on the site of both the 
Crucifixion and the Resurrec- 
tion, the crumbling stone church 
was rocked by an earthquake in 
1927, wracked by mortar fire 
during the Arab-Israeli war in 
1948, and ravaged by fire in 
1950. Today, only a jungle of 
massive scaffolding holds the 
twin-domed shrine together. 


Since 1947, there have been 
five suggested plans for restor- 
ing the Holy Sepulcher to its 
former grandeur. But the six 
Christian communities (the Ro- 
man Catholic, the Greek, Arme- 
nian and Syrian Orthodox, and 
the Egyptian and Ethiopian 
Coptic) have been unable to 
agree on what should be done or 
who should have the privilege 
of paying. 

Last month, however, there was 
hope ‘that this most holy of 
Christian shrines can be saved 
before it collapses in a heap of 
sacred rubble. Hassan E] Katib, 
the Moslem Governor General of 
Jerusalem, summoned the Chris- 
tian architects to his office and 
told them they couldn't leave 
until they had initialled some 
sort of plan. As a result, a ten- 
tative agreement has been reach- 
ed on a $1.5 million repair pro- 
gram. to shore up the tottering 
south transept and facade and 
the smaller of the two domes. 


Nothing was said about long- 
debated plans for adding a Prot- 
estant chapel (there is none 
now), repairing the main rotun- 
da over Christ’s tomb, and clear- 
ing away some of the architec- 
tural clutter. But, even with its 
objectives sharply limited, the 
restoration plan could easily be 
upset by some new outbreak of 
petty jealousy. So vigorously do 
the various Christian communi- 
ties guard their separate per- 
quisites that any agreement is 
always subject to change. 

In the past; disputes have 
raged over which sect had the 
right to hang vestments in what 
clothes closets, and who was £0- 


\ ing to whitewash the ceiling. It 


is not unusual for the Roman 


Catholics and the Copts, who say - 


mass at the same time each 
week in the main rotunaa, to 
try and drown each other out. 
Last Christmas, a Greek Ortho- 
dox group spied a Franciscan 
standing on a step leading to one 
of “their” chapels. The fight tnat 
ensued was so un-Christian that 
the Jordanian police had to be 
summoned.

Royal Ceremonies 
Cost Plenty 


Banners-erected in London on 
royal occasions, such as on the 
recent State visit of King 
Bhumibol and Queen Sirikit of 
Thailand, may eventually find 
their way into private homes. 
The Ministry of Works, which ts 
responsible for decorations, 
raises what it can from such 
sales to defray the cost of the 
ceremonies. 


An exception was made, how- 
ever, for the wedding of Prin- 
cess Margaret. Then, after care- 
ful thought, the Minister decided 
to make a present to World 
Refugee Year of the sixty-three 
banners hung in the Mall for the 
royal wedding. 


These banners, gold-tasselled 
and made of double-sided white 
nylon, bore the monogram MA 
set in a Tudor rose in a piqué 
material. They “had cost $135 
each. 


For the Queen’s Coronation 
the nation footed a bill of 
$3,800,000. As well as the special 
fittings required in the Abbey 
and decoration of the route to 
and from Westminster, that sum 
included the cost of royal visits 
to Wales and Scotland and a re- 
view by the new sovereign of 
ex-servicemen in Hyde Park. 

But, by careful budgeting, the 
Ministry recovered $1,952,000, 
making the net cost $1,634,000. 

Two thousand chairs and 5,700 
stools were specially made to ac- 
commodate guests in the Abbey. 
All these were afterwards sold 
at cost price, $21 for a chair and 
$12 for a stool.

The 2,870 square yard Corona-- 
tion carpet, in blue and gold, 
was sold at $12 a square yard, 
priority being given to churches. 
The glass panels’of thistle, sham- 
rock, leek and rose, used in the 
annex windows, were sold at 
$15 each. And fifty-four of the 
symbolical arms of cities and 
county towns, displayed among 
the Mall’s decorations, were 
bought by local authorities at 
$37 each. 


The four Coronation arches, 
light steel structures, provided 
by a contractor, today form the 
skeleton “backbone” of a ware- 
house in Suffolk. 


The Queen's wedding, when 
she was Princess Elizabeth, was 
ruled by austerity in contrast 
with expenses cut to a minimum. 
In November, 1947, Britain was 
still a rationed country, suffer- 
ing greatly from wartime short- 
ages. The banners and decora- 
tive flags which had hung in 
the Mall were offered on per- 
manent loan to the regiments of 
which the young Princess was 
Colonel-in-Chief. 


Thus today, these romantic 
banners with their yellow and 


-white background and wine col- 


oured cartouche centres, bearing 
the cipher EP between a coro- 
net and Tudor rose, are greatly 
treasured in Canada by the 46th 
Highlanders and Le Régiment de 
la Chaudiére, and in South Afri- 
ca by the Royal Durban Light 
Infantry and the Railways and 
Harbours Brigade. 

In Britain their guardians in- 
clude the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders and the Scots 
Guards, 


Going further back, to the 


Silver Jubilee of King George 
V and Queen Mary in 1935, the 
Venetian banners that graced the 
Mall were sold at $10 each.

Giant Tortoises 
May Be Wiped Out 


Among the world’s oldest in- 
habitants, tortoises watched the 
rise and fall of the mighty 
dinosaurs, and survived the 
hazards of countless millions of 
years, 

Most of the -animals that 
shared the world with them in 
their early years have long 
since disappeared, as have many 
that came in much: later. times. 
Civilized man, however, seems 
set to succeed where the forces 
of nature have failed. At his 
hands the giant tortoise has 
been reduced from. a state of 
astonishing abundance to that 
of precious rarity. 

For the tortoise it was an un- 
fortunate day in 1535 when a 
Spanish explorer, Fray Tomas 
de Berlanga, discovered a group 
of islands in the Pacific some 
700 miles west of Ecuador, for 
these islands were the reptiles’ 
homes. The islands themselves, 
of volcanic origin, were inhos- 
pitable. 

There was little water and 
only cacti and parched, stunted 
shrubs lived on the almost bare 
rocky land. There was, how- 
ever, one impressive feature 
about them. They earried 
mous populations of eigen 
\, tortoises. And so Berlanga 
them the Galapagos Islands 

he being the Spanish 
word for tortolee. 

It was not long after this that 
someone discovered that the tor- 
toises were very good to eat. 
Ships sailing the Pacific took to 
calling at the islands to pick 
up some fresh meat. One six- 
teenth century seafarer report- 
ed: “They are extraordinarily

In the days before refrigera- ! 


tors and cold storage these tor- 
toises had one great advantage. 
They could be kept alive in the 
ship’s hold for a considerable 
time without having to be fed, 
provided they were moist and 
eool, Hence they were a perfect 
form of food to carry on a long 
voyage. Whenever fresh meat 
was required a few of the tor- 
toises could be killed. ‘ 


Captain Porter, who used te 
call at the Galapagos Islands to 
provision, tells us that “in four 
days we had as many on board 
as would weigh about fourteen 
tons. They were piled up on the 
quarter-deck ‘for a few days with 
an awning spread over to shield 
them from the sun, which ren- 
ders them very restless, in order 
that they might have time to dis- 
charge the contents of their 
stomachs; after which they were 
stowed away below as you 
would stow any other provi- 
sions, and used as occasion re- 
quired. 

“No description of stock ia so 
eonvenient for ships to take to 
sea as the tortoises of these is- 
lands. They require no provi- 
sions or water for a year, nor 
is any further attention to them 
necessary than that their shells 
should be/preserved unbroken.” 

During the famous voyage of 
the Beagle, Darwin visited the 
Galapagos Islands. He was tre- 
mendously impressed by the 
“huge reptiles, ‘surrounded by 
black lava, leafless shrubs and 
large cacti, that seemed to my 
fancy like some antediluvian 
animals.” 

Even then, after centuries of 
indiscriminate collecting, the tor- 
toises were still numerous, and 
the practice of calling at the 
islands to collect them for food 


was dying out. Unfortunately, 


however, as one kind of exploi- 
tation was being abandoned, an- 
other was taking its place. 


It was-discovered that the fat 
from a fully grown tortoise 
could yield about three gallons 
of clear oil. Consequently they 
were slaughtered in their thous- 
ands in a wave of ruthless com- 
mercialism, 


For many years American 
whalers made a habit of calling 
at the islands on their way home 
and picking up as many as 300 
tortoises at a time. Since there 
were several hundred whalers 
operating in the South Pacific at 
this time, huge numbers must 
have been taken away over the 
years. 


Darwin has left us a descrip- 
tion of the curious method used 
the whaler crews to pick out 

@ best specimens. “When a 
tortoise is caught, the man 
makes a slit in the skin under its 
tall, so as to see inside its body, 
whether the fat under the dor- 
eal plate is thick. If it is not, the 
animal is liberated, and it is 
aaid to recover from this strange 
operation.” 

By the end of the last. century 
the tortoises had been complete- 
ly wiped out on several of the 
islands, and on the others they 
were ‘becoming rare. Collecting 
them for oil was stopped, but 

had little chance to recover 

build up their numbers 
again, for now they faced yet a 
third serious hazard. Man had 
unintentionally introduced rats, 
eats and dogs into every one of 
the islands — escapers from his 
ships. As they flourished, so they 
killed off the young tortoises 
and ate the eggs laid by the 
older ones, 


For the past thirty years the 
New York Zoological Society has 
been making great efforts to 
save the Galapagos tortoises. 
Realizing that they stand little 
chance of survival in the islands, 
they have been transferring 
amall groups to other areas 
where they might be able to set- 
tle down and breed unmolested. 

So far, locations in Bermuda, 
Honolulu, Arizona, Texas, Lou- 
isiana, Florida and Australia 
have been tried, but only in Ber- 
muda .and Florida does there 
seem much hope of permanent 
colonies becoming established. 
The fate of the giant tortoise is 
in the balance, but it is hoped 
that this remarkably ancient 
anima! can be saved from ulti- 
mate extinction. Otherwise the 
price of tortoiseshell will reach 
an even higher figure than it is 
to-day

Jimmy had a sumptuous suite 
of offices in the Strand, London, 
where his desk had solid gold 
fittings. The office led to a din- 
ing room which was decorated 
with famous sporting prints. 

One of London’s most famous 
chefs was engaged to provide a 
magnificent lunch every day for 
Jimmy and his guests; if White 
was not there and if there were 
no guests, the lunch was pro- 
vided just the same. 

At this period his fortune was 
estimated at $9,000,000. He used 
to make the most fantastic bets. 
One day he was lunching with 
Hooley when he made a bet of 
$75 that he would put thirty 
peas on the blade of his knife 
and swallow them without spill- 
ing one. Jimmy won his bet! 

He also gave immense sums to 
Roman Catholic charities; nuns 
who called at his Strand offices 
often went away with cheques 
for $1,000. 

Once again White’ went into 
show business. He bought Daly’s 

eatre in Leicester Square and 

on musical comedies. He 
might have been a success but 
he refused all professional as- 
sistance and even insisted on 
producing his own shows, - He 
lost thousands of pounds. 

Now the rumours began to fly; 
bankers who had been his close 
friends cold-shouldered him.

Next day at noon, one of the 
servants went to call White; 
there was no answer. Climbing 
through a window into the room, 
the butler found White lying on 
his side with a sponge soaked in 
chloroform pressed closely to his 
mouth. There was a note say- 
ing: 
“Go easy with me, old man; 
I'm dead from prussic acid.” 

The truth, however, was that 
the tycoon had taker too little 
prussic acid to kill him, so he 
had fetched some chloroform 
from a medicine chest and had 
killed himself with that. 

After the suicide a Receiver 
was appointed on behalf of the 
Beecham Trust and it was re- 
vealed that White owed his bank 
$1,500,000. 

Six years. before his death, 
Jimmy White was divorced.from 
his wife by whom he had two 
daughters. While he was in the 
money he set aside $180,000 to 
provide his wife with an annuity 
of $9,000 for life. ee

Skin Divers Make 
War On Starfish 


Skin divers armed with knives 
and other weapons have been 
attacking the great numbers of 
starfish which prey on oyster 
beds in the North Atlantic, caus- 
ing serious losses to fishermen. 

This. is the newest way of 
fighting the starfish menace 
which has increased since the 
end of the last world war. The 
starfish is a highwayman, not 
of the open roads, but along the 
world’s seaways where it ruth- 
lessly attacks mussels as well as 


oysters. 
‘Devil's fingers,” “crossfish,” 
“cramps” — these are some of 


the names the oyster dredgers 
give this strange, voracious crea- 
ture, After a rough autumn tide 
you can-generally find some of 
these five-fingered creatures ly- 
ing on the beach. Starfish are 
often found hunting oysters in 
the mouths of creeks on British 
south and east coasts. 

The underside of a starfish is 
mostly covered with little points 
of tubes and when these are 
filled with water it is able by 


their aid to crawl about. There , 


are sucking discs on the ends of 
these tubes which can cling to 
any solid surface and thus the 
creature is able to pull itself 
along. 

Ii a_starfish loses an arm or 
finger it begins at once to grow 
another. When fishermen, en- 
raged because of starfish attacks 
on oysters, tried to destroy the 
pests by tearing them in half, 
they were amazed to see many 
of the fragments growing fresh 
parts. 

When a mass of starfish in- 
vaded the coast of Deal, Kent, 
some years ago, thousands were 
stranded as the tide went down 
along a stretch of ten miles. 
Many of the starfish were taken 
to allotments and helped to man- 
ure the land. 


A pre-war scientist, Profes- 
sor J. Arthur Thomson, describ- 
ed the starfish as a creature 


which represents efficiency with- 


out brains, Its stomach is elastic 
ind it can, without the slightest 
trouble, eject the whole of it 
through its mouth, he said. The 
te-fish encloses an oyster in its 
stomach then draws stomach and 
ovster back into itself so that it 
ean digest its prey at leisure.

Q. How can I remove tar spots 
from washable fabrics?

Add more lard, and keep 
scraping until the tar is out, 
After this, wash the fabric in 
heavy suds to cleanse it of the 
lard. 

Q. How can I renew the 
sparkle in some of my rhinestone 
jewelry? 

A. Soak in gasoline for a few 
minutes, then polish with a dry 
cloth.

Well-Loved Author 
Keeps On Going 


"In the wee small hours,” the 
mother wrote, “she began to im- 
prove and I was amazed at the 
question she asked me. ‘Mom- 
mie, is Thornton Burgess still 
alive?’ I replied that I did not 
know anything about you, but 
you must be a man well on in 
years for one of your books was 
eopyrighted in 1910...” 

Addressed to the author some 
twenty years ago, this fan letter 
repeats a question which chil- 
dren, as well as many a grown- 
up, are still asking. Three gen- 
erations of Americans have been 
raised on the fictionalized nature 
lore of Thornton Burgess, and 
his astounding output of 15,000 
stories enjoys a sentimental es- 
teem which—for most adults— 
makes the question of their l- 
terary worth a matter of gross 
irrelevance 

Happily, the answer to the ail- 
Ing child’s question was—and 


still is—yes. At 86, Thornton W. . 
Burgess is not only alive, but last - 


month was out with a golden an- 
niversary edition of “Old Mother 
West Wind,” plus an autoblogra- 
hy called “Now I Remember”. 
in self-profile, Burgess is 
just what the reader would want 
—a benign sentimentalist who 
truly believes the rhymed homi- 
lies which decorate the top of 
his stories and truly loves the 
animal world. The most absorb- 
ing episode of the autobiography 
show him in the role of dedi- 
cated amateur naturalist, hiding 
out in the dawn oh Martha's 
Vineyarc t» observe a male 
heath hen wo ic the Jast of its 
race Eerily, the bird goes 
through its ritual mating dance, 
unable to realize that nowhere 
on earth is there a she-hen to be 
charmed by the show. 


Reinforced by illustrator Har- 
rison Cady—a fellow octogen- 
arian who is still his collabora- 
tor—Burgess won a fan follow- 
ing which has included, at some 
stage in life, virtually every liv- 
ing American (his bedtime stor- 
les ran in 400 American news- 
papers). Many were hooked for 
good. During the harrowing trial 
of the eleven top Communists in 
1949, Judge Harold R. Medina— 
declares his bjographer—spent 
each morning recess with The 
New York Herald Tribune, care- 
fully catching up on the doings of 
Jimmy Skunk and Sammy Jay. 


ada on the life cycles of fish, 
Burgess was once fotced by pop- 
ular request—despite his cring- 
ing embarrassment—to tell a 
bedtime story to the assemblage 
of scientists from five countries. 

Cranking out a story a day for 


nearly 50 years—he retired from - 


his syndicated column only this 
year, and now divides his time 
between Hampton, Mass., and 
the island of Tobago off Trinidad 
—Burgess tried to keep fiction 
close to the facts of natural his- 
tory. More and more he won the 
notice and respect of profession- 
al naturalists until—in the su- 
preme hour of his life—North- 
eastern University in Boston 
flabbergasted him with an hon- 
orary doctorate of letters. In his 
autobiography, Burgess devotes 
a vast number of his pages to 
the admiring messages that fill 


his scrapbooks and the unex- 


pected fame that the world has 
given him, but his d&blighted puz- 
zlement as to why it all happen- 
ed makes his book naievely 
pleasant reading.
